VITICULTURE. 


C alifornia 
R aises O ne-half th e G rape 
P ro d u c t of th e U nited States. 


W a s h i n g t o n , October 26th.—Colonel H . 
G ardiner is a special agent of the Census 
D epartm ent for the collection of statistics 
relating to viticulture, a branch of agricult­ 
ure w hich 
has never 
before 
received 
official attention in (his country. 
H e says; 
“I spent three m onths in Cali­ 
fornia this season, giving official attention 
to its vitieultnral interests. 
T he grapes 
grow n in California to-day include every 
variety th at have m ade European vine­ 
yards fam ous. 
In no other vine region of 
the world are all these splendid grapes 
found grow ing side by side, and they m ake 
California the w onderland of the vine. _ I 
have no donbt th at it will surprise even the 
grape 
and 
w ine-grow ers them selves to 
know th at there are invested in vineyards 
and wine-cellars in the U nited States over 
§155,000,000. 
" I find by statistics, w hich are now col­ 
lected for the first tim e,’’ said Colonel G ar­ 
diner, "th at there are in round num bers 
400,000 acres of this country planted to 
vineyards, of w hich 300.000 will be in bear­ 
ing this year. 
T here is an increase of 220,­ 
000 acres in vineyard area during the past 
ten years, and an increase of over $10,000,­ 
000 a year of capital invested. 
O f the area 
of bearing vines in the country, California 
alone has 150,000 acres, including 25 000 
acres of raisin grapes. 
T h at State also has 
a total invested capital of neariv $58 000,000. 
“ Betw een 30,000,000 and 40,000,000 gal­ 
lons of w ine will be m ade in the U nited 
States this year, ot w hich California will 
produce m ore th an half. Seven-eighths of 
t be grapes of California go to the w ine press. 
Four-fifths of the grapes grow n in all the 
rest of the U nited Slates are for table use. 
“California alone grows raisin grapes. 
A lthough every county in the State p ro ­ 
duces grapes, the principal counties of rais­ 
ins are Napa, Sonom a, Fresno, Santa Clara, 
San Diego, San B ernardino and Los A n­ 
geles, although there are m any others of 
m ore or les9 im portance. 
T he counties of 
Fresno, San B ernardino, San Diego and 
Tulare com prise the great raisin district, 
and will cure 2,000,000 boxes this fall. The 
product is w orth at least $3,000,000. 
The 
grapes grown for raisins are the M uscat of 
A lexandria and the M uscat 
del Gardo 
Blanco. 
These counties grow large q u an ­ 
tities of w ine grapes also, and the sweet 
wines of California come principally from 
th at district. 
F resno county has 65,000 
acres of vineyards, Sonom a 26.000 and 
N apa 16,000. 
“ W hat m ay be called dry wine, but of 
C alifornia, is in the counties of N apa, So­ 
nom a, Santa Clara, A lam eda and one or 
two adjacent counties, covering au area of 
fifty m iles northeast and south of San 
F rancisco. 
Good dry w ine- of different 
characters are also m ade in som e of the 
Sacram ento V alley counties. 
T he sweet 
wines com e from ih e southern counties of 
the w ine region. 
T hey m ake a good deal 
of sherry in the latter district, but Califor­ 
nia will never be fam ous for sherry. 
A ri­ 
zona is the com ing sherry-m aking region 
of this country, aDd w ill one day be to us 
in th at respect w hat Spain is to the world 
to-day. N either is California a good cham ­ 
pagne-m aking region. 
W hen native cham ­ 
pagne takes th e place of im ported it will 
not be to California th at we m ust look for 
it, but to New Y ork State. 
“ T he phylloxera, w hich during th e past 
few years played great havoc w ith Califor­ 
n ia vineyards, is being gradually, 
b at 
surely, overcom e. T he inferior varieties 
of grapes upon w hich the pest feeds are 
being rooted out, and choice foreign varie­ 
ties, w hich are subject to it, are protected 
against it oy grafting on th e native w ild 
varieties know n as resistant vines—vines 
w hich phylloxera does not affect." 


SURROUNDED BY’ MYSTERY. 


An E x-A lderm an Shot and K illed W ith ­ 
ou t A p p aren t Cause. 
Chicago, October 
26:h.—E x-A lderm an 
W illiam P. W helan was shot aud m ortally 
w ounded in a State street resort early Sun­ 
day m orning by George H . H athaw ay, a 
gam bler. 
W helan died this afternoon. 
T he story, as told by eye-witnesses of 
the shooting, was th at W helan and oue 
M cGinnis, an officer of the H ealth D epart­ 
m ent of this city, had been out d rinking 
all S aturday night, and, reaching this sa­ 
loon, sat dow n to have luncb. 
W hile they 
were eating and d rin k in g H athaw ay cam e 
in. 
H e was asked to join them , and scon 
af’er sitting dow n began to flourish a re­ 
volver.

T hen all the G erm an and foreign 
Generals, including C hancellor V on Capri vi, 
G eneral K utussow , of Russia, and A us 
trian deputations bearing an autograph let­ 
ter from E m peror Francis Joseph, assem ­ 
bled in the grand ball, w here they were 
greeted by th e E m peror. 
C ount 
Von 
M oltke. led by C ount \Y:ilde:see. tben en­ 
tered, followed by the statf officers, and 
there was a general offering of congratula­ 
tions to the old gentlem an. 
In the afternoon the m unicipal officers, 
headed bv B urgom aster Fnrckenbeck.'pre- 
sented a testim onial and 50 OOff m arks as a 
gift in Count V an M oltke's nam e to alm s­ 
houses established by the late E m peror 
W illiam . 
In thanking them the Count de­ 
scribed this as the th e m cst valuable of his 
gifts. 
D eputations from the M unicipal Couucils 
of M unich, Breslau, Kourigsberg, C hem ­ 
nitz aud M emel, presented addresses con­ 
ferring upon Count Von M oltke the free­ 
dom o f th eir respective cities.

SCANDAL. 


T he brother of Major Earttelot, the 
«ommander of Stanley's rear guard in his 
la st African expedition, has published a 


book in which lie reflects bitterly upon 


S tan ley. charges him 
with injustice to­ 
wards the Major and as responsible for his 
tragic death. 
H e follows up these charges 


w ith others, to the effect that Stanley 
com manded the unfortunate officer to do 
im possibilities, and that his orders were 


su ch that the demoralization of the guard 
w as inevitable. 
These and sim ilar accusa­ 
tio n s are given with great circumstan­ 
tia lity , and have created much feeling in 
E ngland, and in this country also, against 
S tan ley on the assumption o f their truth. 
Now conies the famous explorer and 
rlenies the charges in toto, and adds that 
th e truth is that Barttelot was not mur­ 
dered, but met his death righteously and 
In a manner that any jury of civilized 
m en would justify.

THORN AND SHINN. 


THE NOTED DESPERADOES EN ROUTE 
TO SAN QUENTIN. 


They Are Interviewed by a “Record- 
Union ’ Representative—Detective 
H om e’s Brilliant Work. 


A week or so aso the Record-Uniok 
made mention of the fact that Charles H. 
Thorn, alias Dorsey, and George H. Shinn, 
two of the most daring desperadoes known 
to the history of the Pacific coast, had been 
captnred at Chicago by J. B. Hume, Wells, 
Farge & Company’s chief detective. Men­ 
tion was also made at the time of the de­ 
parture of Captains E. A. Reddy and C. N. 
Fish, of the San Quentin State Prison, 
armed witn requisitions to bring the des­ 
peradoes back to the prison, whence they 
escaped on the 1st of December, 1837. 
The overland train yesterday morning 
carried the party through this city, en route 
to San Quentin. 
Fall details of the crimes of Dorsey and 
Shinn have recently been published. Thorn, 
or Dorsey, is an old criminal with a long 
record, and has the reputation of being one 
of the most desperate men with which the 
officers of this State have ever had to deal. 
He stops at nothing evidently, as his 
Moore’s Flat 
STAGE-BOBBING EXPLOITS 
Goes well to show. It was on the 1st of 
September, 1S79, taut Thorn and his part­ 
ner in crime—a man named Patterson— 
stopped the Moore’s Fiat stage while it was 
on its way to Nevada City. They presented 
two cut off shot-guns, loaded with buck­ 
shot, at the heads of the driver and 
passengers, and compelled all to get out 
of the stage and stand in a row on the 
road. Among the passengers was an 
elderly banker of Moore's Flat, named 
William Cummings, who had $8,000 or 
$10,000 worth of gold bars, which he was 
taking to Nevada City. Thorn stood 
guard while Patterson gathered up the 
spoils. When he came to Cummings, the 
old man resisted, exclaiming : ‘ This is my 
property and you can’t have it.” He 
grappled with Patterson, and the two rolled 
over and over on the ground. Thorn 
walked along the line of passengers, 
deliberately placed his gun to Cumming’s 
head and blew the whole lop of bis head 
off, killing him instantly. The horrified 
passengers offered no further resistance, 
and the robbers, after taking everything of 
value, departed. 
MYSTERIOUSLY DISAPPEARED. 
Although the officers of the law scoured 
the country far and near, nothing more was 
heard of the desperadoes until over a vear 
laier. Both were captured in the East, 
brought back to California and tried. Pat­ 
terson was hanged, but in the esse of Thorn 
an obstinate juror “hung out’’ until the 
other eleven agreed toa verdict of imprison­ 
ment for life. 
Dorsey and Shinn were unacquainted at 
this time, and they did not meet until 
Dorsey was confined at San Quentin. 
Hhinn was there to serve twelve years for 
robbery committed in Placer county, hav­ 
ing been sentenced in 1882. During the 
previous year he, in company with four 
other men named Mason, Sieinagle, 
Rogers end Frazier, who had been mining 
near Iowa Hill, made an attempt to 
ROB THE EAST BOUND OVERLAND 
Train at Cape Horn. They drew the 
spikes out of the fish plates and moved the 
rails in so that when the train came along 
it ran off the track. Two of the men cov­ 
ered the engineer and fireman with shot­ 
guns, while the others attacked the ex­ 
press car. The messenger got down his 
rifle and refused to open the door and the 
robbers became frightened and fled. 
Railroad detective Burke of this city 
captured Shinn on a ranch in Colusa 
county, and detective Hume and others 
captured the other four. Mason turned 
State’s evidence. Steinagle was sentenced 
to fourteen years imprisonment, but es­ 
caped from Sheriff Boggs when the latter 
was bringing him to Court to testify at 
Shinn’s trial. Rogers and Frazier were 
liberated after two juries failed to agree 
npon a verdict. 
THEIR DARING ESCAPE. 
. 
The escape of Sh:nn and Dorsey from 
San Quentin was a neat piece of work. 
Late in the afternoon of December 1,1837, 
Shinn, who was a prison trusty, was driv­ 
ing a team out of the yard. Over the 
wagon was a tarpaulin, under which 
Thorn hid. Shinn drove out of the gate 
toward the old ferry landing, and when 
clear of the iitclosure, the two men fled. 
A heavy rainstorm and the darkness aided 
the escapes. A day or so later a row-boat 
which belonged at San Quentin was found 
across the bay on the Contra Cesta shore, 
showing which way the escapes had un­ 
doubtedly fled. They were never beard of 
again until the recent developments came 
to hand. 
Detective Hume, however, never, gave 
up hope of some day bagging the men, 
and traced to the end every little clew that 
presented itself. 
His perseverance was 
finally rewarded, and his feat now stands 
at the head of the list of brilliant detective 
achievements. ____________ 
ON TIIE TRAIN. 
A “Kecoril-l'niou" Man Interviews the 
Officers and Prisoners. 
A telegram was received by the R ecord- 
U nios from Captain Fish, announcing that 
they were nearing home and would reach 
Sacramento at 5:50 Sunday morning. 
In consequence a reporter was on hand 
at the depot when the train rolled in. 
The party occupied the forward section 
of the Pullman sleeper Shoshone, and upon 
boarding the car it was found that De­ 
tective Hume was the only one of them 
astir, the others remaining in their cur­ 
tained bunks, the idea being to attract at 
little attention as possible. 
Warden Aull was at the depot in wait 
ing, and during the twenty minutes that 
the train waited there, held a consultation 
with Mr. Hume. 
It was not until after the train had 
passed Davisville, on the way to the bay, 
that the prisoners were taken from the 
banks, and the reporter informed that th e y 
were at his service. 
Both men were in good spirits and 
greeted the newspaper man pleasantly. So 
did Captains Fish and Reddy. 
DETECTIVE HUM E TALKS. 
Mr. Hume consented to be interviewed 
first, and he and the reporter retired I» an­ 
other part of the car. "There is not much 
to be said in addition to what your paper 
has already published,” began the great 
criminal hunter. “The facts of the crimes 
committed by both men, are pretty thor­ 
oughly known to your readers, as well as 
the particulars of their daring escape from 
San Quentin three years age.” 
“But you can give me the particulars of 
how you managed to capture them ?” 
"Oh, yes, I can to a certain extent. Of 
course there are some things that I con­ 
sider best kept quiet—matters that were 
given to me with that understanding—and 
1 would be in duty bound not to divulge 
them. The capture' was made very quietly, 
and I owe much to Billy Pinkerton for the 
assistance he rendered me. Bnt, if you are 
determined to get all you can out of me, I 
may as well go back a few years, and give 
you a rough history of how I became con­ 
nected with the case, and, after their es­ 
cape, how I eventually ran them to earth 
again. 
“Let me see now." he continued, after a 
pause, during which he did considerable 
hard thinking. 
“When I learned of the robbery of the 
Moore’s Flat stage and the murder of 
banker Cummings, I went immediately to 
the scene, and remaiued there eight or ten 
days, during wbich time I made a very 
thorough investigation. It was on the eve 
of an election in Nevada county, and the 
crime did not receive the attention from 
the Sheriff's and other officets that it would 
had they not been taken up in what they 
deemed" something inore important. I p­ 
on concluding my labors I was satisfied— 
morally certain, in fact—that C. H. Thorn, 
or Charles Dorsey, as he was then known, 
WAS ONE OF THE STAG E-BOB BEES, 
And was the one who murdered poor Cum- 
min"s. I cirne to San Francisco and told 
Charley Aull of what I had learned, and 
told him what my convictions were. 
Charlev gave his knee a slap, and said, 
•Well, Jim, if yon are satisfied that Dorsey 
is one of the men, I know who the other 
is ?’ He Darned Patterson, and subsequent 
developments proved tliRt he was right, as 
you well know. I had photographs of 
both men stru-k off, and circulars sent to 
all the large cities containing a descrip­ 
tion of them and also of the prop­ 
erty they took from the stage. We did not 
hear anything more about, and, as time 
passed on, the matter died ont. 
“One day, though, .1 received a letter 


from the acting Chief of Police of St. Louis, 
informing me that he had a man in jail 
there who was known as ‘Bob,’ and who 
knew where I could find Patterson, as he 
and Patterson had served time together in 
prison. I could not imagine who ‘Bob' 
was, and showed the letter to Charley Anil. 
He guessed it right off. Th man was 
Rogers O’Meara—an individual who was 
well known to us and the police. Patter- 
Bon being located, detective Lees was in­ 
formed and he and Anil, armed with requi­ 
sition papers for Patterson, and also Dorsev 
(because Aull insis ed that wherever Pat­ 
terson was Dorsey would be near), started 
for 8t. Louis. Aull was right again, for as 
soon as they arrived there and were about 
to bring Patterson back, one C. H. Thorn 
forwarded affidavits from Union City, Indi­ 
ana, tending to provean alibi for Patterson. 
Anil suspected that this Thorn was none 
other than Dorsey (this was the first time, 
though, that he turned up under the 
name of Thorn), and he was right, as 
usual. It didn't take long 
TO CAPTURE MR DORSEY, 
Alias Thorn. He was doing a flourishing 
lumber business in Union City, and that 
city was greatly shocked when he was ar­ 
rested for murder and stage-robbing. As 
yon know, they were brought back to Cali­ 
fornia and tried. Patterson wes hanged 
and Dorsey, or Thorn, was sent to San 
Quentin for iife. 
“It was at San Quentin that Dorsey and 
Shinn met and became great friends. Shinn 
was serving time for train-robDery. Tbeir 
daring and Eueccs-ful escape from San 
Quentin you are also familiar with. 
"Meantime our cld 
friend Rogers 
O'Meara got out of j-sil at St. Louis, bat 
was not at liberty long, being sent to the 
penitentiary again for another 
offense. 
He finished hia time on this sentence and 
went to Chicago. Early this year he rec­ 
ognized Dorsey on the streets of Chicago, 
and in Jniy iast wrote a letter to the editor 
of the Nevada City Transcript saying that 
he was sure he had seen Dorsey. I heard 
of this letter and went to work again im­ 
mediately, as I did not doubt for a 
momeDt that it was 
really Dorsey 
whom O'Meara had seen. I wanted to run 
Dorsey down because I wa3 satisfied that 
he had been robbing stages again in Cali­ 
fornia since his escape from San Quentin. 
Well, I went to Chicago, and the rest was 
plain sailing. On thi laffiW this month 
we captured both ShintrfBpd Dorsey, al­ 
though when I started guoT bad no idea 
of catching Shinn, too. Billy Pinkerton 
treated me with the utmost kindness in 
Chicago, showing me every consideration, 
assisting me personally and putting at my 
disposal the very besi talent ia his employ. 
On the 14th and 15th of this month, just 
before we made the capture, six of Pinker­ 
ton's men were helping me.” 
LATER DAY DEPREDATIONS. 
“Excuse me, for interrupting, but you 
said something about being satisfied that 
Dorsey and Shinn were engaged in some 
stage-robberies after they escaped from San 
Quentin,” suggested the reporter. “Why 
do you think so?” 
“Don’t think so—I know so,” was the 
detective’s emphatic reply. “Ido cot care 
to go iDto all Gf the details just now, 
though, as I have cot completed my in­ 
vestigations. I am also confident that I 
can show that they were implicated in the 
Pixley train robbery, too. I have plenty 
of testimony to prove wbat I say. Now, 
for example, the stage from Quincy to Oro- 
viile was stopped on the 10th of Septem­ 
ber, 1889, and a gold bar valued at $701 OS 
was taken from Wells-Fargo’s box. I fol­ 
lowed the matter up and found that the 
same bar had been shipped from the 
United States Express office, at Chicago. I 
also traced the bar to the Mint, where it 
was coined into money amounting to 
$731 73. This and descriptions and other 
little matters convinced me that our friends 
were the men. I can prove beyond all 
doubt that Dorsey—and probably Shinn, 
too—have been in California since tbey 
located in Chicago. They were here at the 
time of those stage robberies, and also 
when the Pixley job was attempted. I 
have been very fortunate in my investiga­ 
tions of these cases. But what use is it 
all, except for satisfaction? Dorsey has a 
iifa sentence to serve, anyway, and it can’t 
be made any longer. At all events, I have 
not decided wbat further steps I will take, 
or what I propose to do.” 
CAPTAIN FISH INTERVIEW ED. 
At this juncture Captain Fish stepped 
up and informed Mr. Hume that his coffee 
awaited him, and the detective gladly 
seized the opportunity to escape from the 
reporter, leaving Captain Fish at bis mercy. 
The Captain submitted with good grace, 
and complained of nothipg except being 
sleepy and tired. 
'Captain Reddy and I have alternated in 
watching the men constantly,” he said, 
“and neither of us got very much rest. Mr. 
Hume took a turn now and then, too. The 
prisoners gave us no trouble whatever dur­ 
ing the trip, but that did not cause us to 
relax in our vigilance—not much. We 
have kept them in irons constantly. Each 
wears a 14-pound ‘Oregon boot’ during the 
day, besides being handcuffed together. 
At’ night, after putting them into their 
berths, we put the bools on again, rehand- 
cuifed them, and, as an additional precau­ 
tion, cbained them together with leg irons, 
They were given no show whatever to at­ 
tempt escape, and neither of them com­ 
plained of the manner in which we treated 
them.” 
“Did you have any trouble in getting out 
of Chicago with the men ?" asked the re­ 
porter. 
"No. But we expected some, though, 
and may have had some had not the Chi­ 
cago police authorities looked out for us. 
We had heard that some of the prisoners' 
friends were going to make a beld attempt 
to rescue them, and you can rest assured 
that we were prepared for them. A few 
minutes previous to train time we all got 
into one of the big police patrol wagons 
and were driven rapidly to the train. We 
were well guarded until the train pulled 
out, and ao attempt of any kind was 
made to rescue the men, 
“The men were quite cheerful all the 
way over. Dorsey has tulked freely about 
everything that has occurred since his 
escape from San Quentin, but stoutly de­ 
nied that he re timed to California at any 
time since reaching Chicago. Both have 
behaved well, and ate their three meals a 
day regularly.” 
WITH THE PRISONERS. 
The tram now pulled up at Suisua and 
Captain Fish gut off to send some dis­ 
patches to San Quentin informing Warden 
McComb of their coming. 
The reporter wended his way bsck to 
where the manacled prisoners were sitting, 
and was invited to take a seat beside Cap­ 
tain Reddy just opposite them. This po­ 
sition afforded an excellent opportunity for 
closely studying their countenances and 
general make-ups. 
' Shinn is a very ordinary appearing man. 
of medium build, sandy complexion, red 
hair and heavy mustache. There is little 
about him of the criminal stamp, except 
his tricky blue eyes. 
Dorsey, however, is a rare specimen. 
His face is one of a thousand. High 
cheek bones, lantern jaws, stiff and stubby 
grav mustache and sunken cheeks, all give 
him a repulsive yet strangely attractive 
expression. The eyes, though, are the 
greatest feature. They are almost coal 
black, and very deep set. 
They appear to 
be constantly on the alert for some ap­ 
proaching danger, and are never at ease. 
Dorsey is folly six feet in bight, broad­ 
shouldered, aDd muscular looking. He is 
unusually intelligent anda most interesting 
conversationalist. 
Quite the reverse of 
Shinn. 
“How am I feeling?” echoed Dorsey, 
when addressed by the reporter. "Ob, 
pretty good, under the circumstances. 
I was just thinking of the difference in my 
rueDtal and puysieal condition—the differ­ 
ence between to-day and the last time I 
passed over those hills over there,” and he 
pointed ont of the window to the country 
west of Benicia. 
“The last time I was there,” he resumed, 
after a few moments of deep thought, “I 
could hardly drag one foot after the other. 
1 was more dead than alive, and the wonder 
is that I ever succeeded as I did, in getting 
away. I 
WOULD HAVE DIED 
In those hills had not George (meaning 
Shinn) begged me to Keep up heart and 
fight it ont. I wanted him to go on and 
leave me to die alone ; I told him to take 
what money I had and make his escape. I 
felt that I could never pull through, and 
did not want to jeopardize his chances. 
Bnt he would not listen to the proposition, 
and said that if I stopped be would stop. 
So I took heart again and trudged bravely 
on. George stood it better than I did, be­ 
cause I became sick.” 
“Ycu refer to the events immediately 
following your escape?” queried the re­ 
porter. 
“Yes.” 
“You endured many hardships?” 
“Hardships I Let ine tell you, young 
man, nobody can conceive, nobody knows, 
or ever can know, wbat we suffered. It 
was in winter when we effected our escape, 
and it was storming fearfully at tbe time. 
We left San Quentin prison in a boat and 
landed on the Contra Cesta shore drenched 
to the skin and numb with cold. We 
struck out immediately for the hills. We 
had to hide in the brush by day and travel 


what litüe we could by night. It rained 
all the time, yet we did not dare to build a 
fire to warm ourselves. We were nearly 
famished, and ate raw vegetabiee and what­ 
ever we conld lay our hands on. It was 
only the mental strain and excitement 
(hat kept us from giving up entirely. 
Every now and then we would see the 
mounted officers searching for ns, and that 
did not add to our peace of mind. I was 
sick, and tried to persnade Shinn to go on 
and 
LOOK OUT FOB HIMSELF, 
Bnt he wouldn’t do it. I was well ac­ 
quainted with the country over which we 
were traveling, but never did it seem such 
a vast and éndless wilderness Finally, 
however, we reached Benicia, and could 
hardly drag one foot after the other. We 
took the train there to Sacramento, and 
npon arriving there had oar first square 
meal." 
“It was the first square meal we had in 
nine days,” added ¡Jhinn, who was atten­ 
tively listening to his companion’s narra­ 
tion.“Well,” resumed Dorsey, “we camped 
for some time near Sacramento, in a little 
cabin near Perkins, and pretended to be 
miners. Then we pulled up stakes for the 
East. We got down in Arizona next and 
worked at various things—ail hard work.

DEMAS STRONG. 


An Amador Fear That W eighs Nearly 
lh ree and a Half Founds. 
In sporting parlance, “three of a kind 
beat two pair.” Bat James A. Scott brought 
to the R ecord U nion office last evening a 
pear that not only beats three of the ordi­ 
nary kind, but a half-dozen of them. It 
was of the Bartlett variety, as free from 
spot or blemish as the cheek of a brunette 
of sweet 16, and (asking the brunette's 
pardon) looked more like 3 good-sized 
equash than a pear. It was quite green, 
however, and would not, proOably, have 
colored for some weeks yet if left on the 
tree. Indeed, it did not appear to have ar­ 
rived at maturity, by any means. 
This mammoth product of the glorious 
climate and fertile scil of California meas­ 
ured (longitudinally) 20 inches in circum­ 
ference, and 16i inches the other way. Its 
weight was three pounds and five ounces— 
or fifty-¡bree ounces ! 
Mr. Scott was passing by the little or­ 
chard of a foothill farmer near Forest 
Home, Amador county, yesterday, when 
he saw this mammoth pear hanging on a 
tree, and the owner of the place permitted 
him to take it along and show the valley 
people the kind of fruit that is grown in 
the foothills. There were growing on the 
same tree three other varieties of pears and 
an apple. 
The farmer assured Mr. Scott that this 
was not the largest pear he had grown this 
year. One day he picked two that jointly 
weighed 110 ounces, or within two ounces 
of seven pounds. 
Mr. Scott will this morning place the 
pear on exhibition at the real esiute rooms 
of Edwin K. Alsip & Co., on Fourth street, 
where it can be seen by those who are not 
disposed to believe what newspapers say. 
AUTUMNAL MILDNESS. 
Sergeant Barwick Gives M eteorological 
Figuren and O ther Facts 
The Signal Service temperature at 5 a. m . 
and 5 p . m . yesterday w as 53° and 7G°, 
while the highest and lowest was 79° and 
51°, with a partly clouded sky and gentle 
northerly winds, and a barometer steady at 
30.02 inches. 
It has been said—and proven to be true 
on several occasions—that when severe and 
heavy storms were prevalent upon the At 
lantic coast good or stormless weather beid 
sway npon the Pacific coast. Tbe telegraph 
has for weeks past been giving ua the 
news of winds, tornadoes and heavy rain­ 
storms from the Missouri river to the At­ 
lantic, ADd from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
great chain of North American lakes, 
which seems to prove the above theory 
correct—that is, that severe storms east of 
the Rocky mountains insure settled 
weather on the Pacific slope eouth of Ore­ 
gon.The highest and lowest temperature one 
year ago yesterday was 62° and 58°, with 
.70 of an iD ch of rain. The highest and 
lowest one year ago to-day was 68° and 
54°, with .20 of an inch of precipitation. 


One of the Narllest Settlers of Sacra­ 
mento Here on a Tlsit. 
Residents of this city who were here in 
1849-50 will doubtless remember Demes 
Strong, who was a merchant on J street. 
Mr. Strong, who has resided in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., since 1851, is now in the city, and is 
stopping at the Golden Eagle Hotel, hav­ 
ing arrived yesterday morning, accompa­ 
nied by his daughters, Mrs. J. D. Harris 
and Miss Snsie Strong. 
Mr. Strong was the first President of the 
first Common Council chosen in Sacra­ 
mento after the State was admitted into 
the Union, and on the death of Mayor 
Bigelow—who was killed in one of the 
squatter riots that occurred so frequently in 
those days—became acting Mayor of the 
city.To a R ecokd-Union reporter who called 
upon Mr. Strong last evening, the latter re­ 
lated many interesting sketches of the 
memorable “winter of ’49 and spring of 
’50,” He arrived at the “embarcadero,” or 
landing, on the river front, on the 13th of 
April, 1819. He was a member of the 
party of gold-seeking argonauts known as 
the Eureka Gold Mining Company. They 
were met at the landing by General Sutter, 
who brought saddle horses down to the 
river and escorted them out through a trail 
that led through the brush and oak trees 
to the old fort. Here they were entertained 
by him in a royal and hospitable manner, 
wines, liquors and cigars following a 
sumptuous meal. 
After a short rest the party set ont for 
Colonia, then the rendezvous of all arriving 
gold-seekers. They had brought from New 
York a gold-washing machine—a new­ 
fangled concern invented by a man who 
knew nothing of gotd-mining—but it 
seemed to be just the thing. A party of 
miners at Coloma offered them $0,000 for it 
as soon as they got into the camp, but the 
offer was refused. 
The next day the Eureka Gold Mining 
Company set its machine up íd the bed of 
the creek near the old Sutter mill. Three 
hours later the prospectors abandoned it 
and struck out, each on his own hook, 
with pansand picks, to make their fortunes 
as others did. The machine was a dead 
failure. 
Mr. Strong, however, opened a store in 
Coloma, and then returned to Sacramento 
and opened one here. He then went to 
San Francisco and started another there. Al­ 
though he soon afterward went back to New 
York, he retained his interests on the coast 
for several years. In 1856 he came back 
here with Colonel E. D Baker to stump 
the State for General Fremont. While on 
that visit he sold his Sacramento property, 
consisting chiefly of a line of lots on I 
street, between Seventh and Eighth. An 
over-confident Democrat agreed to take 
them at $800 each (twcDiy feet frontage) if 
Fremont should carry New York State, 
which the latter did. 
Mr. Strong has been a prominent figure 
in New York politics, and is President of 
tbe New York Society of California 
Pioneers. He will remain in this city a 
few days, after which he will visit Colpma, 
in company with his daughters, to show 
them the spot where he did not dig gold 
“in the days of old—in the days of ’49”— 
but where be made his first business 
venture in the Golden State. 
Shocking Accident at Lincoln. 
A gentleman of this city states that he 
learns by letter that on Thursday last Mrs. 
Joseph Pacheco, who, with her husband, 
kept a small boarding-house at Lincoln, 
was fatally burned a few evenings ago by 
the explosion of a lamp. Her clothing 
caught fire, and she was so shockingly 
burned that she died the next day. 
Tbe family were very poor, and the 
neighbors generously raised money to de­ 
fray tbe expenses of the funeral. The un­ 
fortunate woman left eight children, the 
eldest of whom Is but 11 years of age. 
Recruits for Folsom. 
Last evening Deputy Sheriff Costello of 
San Francisco came up en route to Folsom 
with John Banks, thecolored bell boy, who 
was convicted of burglary in feloniously 
entering a room in the Palace Hotel, oc­ 
cupied by the family of Captain H. G. 
Morse, on the 1st of last mouth, and was 
discovered bv Mrs. Morse in the act of tak­ 
ing a purse from a valise. He was given a 
three-years' term. 
The officer also brought up Matthias 
Fullman, who goes for seven years for 
robbery.

It Is refreshing to see all parties unite upon the 
same honored members of the bar lo fill (he 
responsible position of Superior Judges, but 
tills having been done, it is humiliating and 
degrading to the iast degree to hav, the ma­ 
chine of one of the “grand old" par:u s walk up 
and levy an assessment of 8650 upon each of the 
judiciary candidates, at the poiut of political 
bayonets, and after the b'ood money has been 
paid in, to then seal the intamy by demanding 
that these candidates shall decline and de­ 
nounce the indorse men*, and support of the 
other political parties, or sutler their names to 
be pulled down by the political highwaymen 
that have the assessment collections in their 
pockets. 
This is a d rloctible picture and specimen of 
modern bossism, pure aud simple. But it is 
only one of the mtuydi-grncelul feauires that 
a glance through the kaleiuscope of the politi­ 
cal “machine" will reveal. 
If some obscure citizen trom another part of 
the county was met, while on his way to Court 
in this city and robbed of 8-0, the entire con­ 
stabulary would be called upon to bunt down 
the criminal. But when two promiucut gen­ 
tlemen. selected by all me people to go up aud 
hold their Court -and whi h positions have, 
until recently, been beld sacred from political 
iuilueuce and iutcrlerunte—are met wnile en 
mute by political highwayoitu, traveling under 
the guise ot party managers, and robbed of 1650 
each, their judicial ermine daubed with cam­ 
paign mud and their manhood Insulted by im­ 
pertinent demsnds made upon them, ft baa 
come to be accepted by the people without sur­ 
prise or protest, as a natural event in modem 
politics. 
And if the business men aud property-owners, 
seeing the danger aud damage that ia oeiog en­ 
tailed upon them and the community, tinder 
the abuse of party machinery and political 
fraud, rise up and protest against this and 
other political crimes, they are at once de­ 
nounced as "sore-heads" and “half-breeds, * 
and are characterized by the bosses aud their 
followers as unworthy of respect or of a place 
in the community. 
But these business men aud taxpayers, irre­ 
spective of party, have “risen up" to put down 
the political infamy, and will stand together 
until the good work is accomplished. 
The protest that they have now entered is not 
simply against present nominations, bat against 
the conditions of difgrate aud fraud and plun­ 
der to which the city aud people are subjected 
under the Iron hand ol a detestable bossism, 
which insinuates itself into aud dominates over 
every department of municipal government 
and local affairs. 
Let all who desire to redeem the fair name of 
the city and protect their own property rights 
and interests by reducing public expenditures 
and taxation, unite with the citizens in electing 
such men and In taking such action as wid 
bring about an effee.ual remedy tor these exist­ 
ing evils. 


HOW BOSSES BLACKMAIL/. 
I 
T WILL BE A VERY DIFFICULT THING 
to secure clean government until candi­ 
dates are relieved ot the blackmailing, in a 
hundred forms, to which they are now sub­ 
jected. Scores of methods have been discov­ 
ered for squeezing money out of them. Every 
election brings to light some new species of ex­ 
action. 
The regular political bosses take a whack at 
them in a dozen different ways, aud belorc the 
election day comes around they are bleedfDg at 
every pore. The piece club9 hound them day 
and night. Pretended charity subjects them to 
a pressure as gentle as that of the footpad, and 
finally w hen all have got through, the newspa­ 
pers take hold and ' do them up" uutil satis­ 
fied.No sooner are the nominations made than a 
general round up of the candidates begins. A 
howling pack is after the heels of every man 
who is running tor office in city and county. 
Many of them have fairly been driven Into hid­ 
ing. We hare a law which makes i‘ a misde­ 
meanor for any convention or committee, to 
asse-s persons aspiring to office. That law 
ought to be extended to Individuals, so tnat we 
could “jug" the “boss," who absorbs all the 
profits of ail the officers and is the direct • ause 
of nine-tenths of the defalcations in office. It 
should be a misdemeanor for the candidate to 
give, is welt rs for the blackmailer lo ask, 
money for any political snpp rt, actual or im­ 
plied. If a regular candidate should give his 
cxfcricuce from tbe lime of his nomination lo 
the day of election no feeling but that of amaze- 
mcnt would he uppermost i-i the publl. mind. 


DLCL&MTION OP PRINCIPLES 
To Secure Honest City and Couuty

Municipal government is business, not poli­ 
tics.Municipal elections svould be divorced front 
State aud National politics 
Municipal officers should be chosen solely 
for business ability and personal integrity.

ITS INCREASE IN FRUIT-RAISING B I- 
GIONS AND CITIES.

[From S. F. Bulletin, October 25th.] 
A t th e m eeting of th e 8 tate Board of 
T rade on the 21st inst., W illiam H . Mills, 
w ho is C hairm an ol th e C om m ittee on 
Publications, asked for instructions at the 
ban d s of th e B oard as to w hat m ight or 
could be published concerning th e dis­ 
closures of the census of C alifornia. 
In 
m akiD g th is request 
he addressed the 
B oard at considerable length, presenting 
facts relating to th e 3tate from the census 
reports, and facts bearing on the present 
financial statu s of th e State, obtained from 
th e assessm ent roll an d from the Secretary 
o f th e State Board of Equalization. 
T he 
m atter was listened to w ith m arked atten­ 
tion by th e m em bers of the Board. 
It was 
upon the array of facts th u s presented that 
th e Board appointed a com m ittee to in ­ 
q u ire into the present industrial condition 
o f C alifornia. 
Upon these subjects Mr. 
M ills was seen yesterday by a Bulletin re­ 
porter, and said: 
" It m ust not be assum ed that the State 
B oard of T rade has no t heretofore m ade 
in q u iry touching the m atters presented by 
m y srlf at the last m eeting. 
T he tuBj irity 
o f th e m em bers of th at body have been 
aw are of the general condition of the State 
for tw o or three year3. 
In feet, it has been 
a know ledge of these m atters w hich has 
enlisted m y interest in the im m igration 
w ork of the State, and I th in k a little 
know ledge and m otive have prom pted the 
very earnest and faithful work done in the 
sam e direction by such m en as Tyler 
B each, Joseph E m ery, Jo h n P. Irish, M. 
M. Estee, E. W. M asiin, A. T. H atch, John 
Q B row n, N. P . C hipm an. Eugene Gregory 
an d other faithful w orkers in the Board 
I do not care in any way to anticipate the 
rep o rt w hich this com m ittee will m ake 
w ithin the n ext two m onths, nor to ven­ 
tu re the opinion at this tim e as to w hether 
th e report will be published. 
I have no 
hesitation, how ever, in saying to you that 
th e statistical facts concerning the grow th 
of California are public property and will 
becom e th e subject of discussion at th e 
h a n d s of the press. 
The facts disclosed 
bv th e census are open to all, and th e other 
statistical facts p re sé n te la s to m ortgages 
are accessible to those who have the in d u s­ 
try to seek for them selves. 
WHEAT GROWING VS. FRUIT-RAISING. 
“ The plainest indication on the face of 
re tu rn s relates to the difference betw een 
th e value of this com m onw ealth of w heat- 
grow ing 
and 
fruit grow ing. 
T ake the 
counties of the Sacram ento valley, begin­ 
n in g w ith Solano. 
The total increase in 
th a t county was 2,010; subtracting tb e in ­ 
crease in population for the tow ns and vil­ 
lages, leaves the increase in the country at 
about 1,500. 
T he population of this county 
in 18t>0 was 18 000. 
The n atural increase 
in ten years of a population of 18,000 would 
far exeted 1,500. 
So the county has made 
a loss by losing the natural increase of its 
population; 
b u t its gain has been due 
chiefly to the fruit grow ing. 
T he sm all 
gain show n by tbe county is located ex ­ 
clusively in the fruit-grow ing districts and 
in th e villages and tow ns. 
Going north 
from Solano county, Y olo is the next 
county encountered. 
T he total increase in 
th is county was 012, and of these 812 are 
credited to th e city of W ood'and, leaving 
100 to the rural districts of the county; and 
th e other villages of th e county are to b" 
credited w ith m ore than this increase; so 
th at, in fact, the rural districts of Yolo 
county have not only not increased, but 
have lost the n atu ral increase of population 
for ten years. 
“ T he Dext county northw est is Colusa. 
T h is is alm ost a purely grain-grow ing 
county. 
It is pursuing the m ethods in 
vogue in California tw enty years ago, has 
m ade little progress and is deeplv cursed 
w ith large land holdings. 
It m ay be noted 
here th at the old G lenn eetate, one of the 
largest holdings in the county, em bracing 
52,000 acres, is obstructing the construction 
o f a ditch across a portion of it, threaten 
in g to sue the C entral Irrigation Com pany 
lo r dam ages, and in other respects resisting 
grow th and im provem ent outside of its 
ow n holding 83 m uch as possible. 
T he 
fossilisai which is controlling the large es­ 
tate has grown worse as an opponent to atl 
progress since the death ot its original pro­ 
prietor. 
T he 
total 
population 
of this 
coun y in 1880 was about 15,000, on which 
th ere has been an increase of 1,500, chiefly 
attrib u ted to the tow ns of Colusa, W illows 
an d O rland. T he county has som e of the 
m ost enterprising and intelligent ciiizens 
o f the State, who are fighting the battles of 
progress against fossilism there effectively, 
a n d it is generally believed th at the devel­ 
opm ent of irrigation in that county will 
show good results. 
■“ T he n ext county n o rth is T eham a 
F ro n t a population of about 10,000 in 1880, 
th ere has been an increase of 577 in ten 
vears. of w hich Red Bluff claim s 484, leav­ 
in g the increase of ru ral population ninety- 
th re e . 
Com ing dow n on the east side of 
th e Sacram ento, B utte countv is found, 
w ith a population of about 18 000 in 1830, 
w h ich has decreased 817 in ten vears. 
Ol 
this, Chico scores a loss of 408. 
It was 
th o u g h t by som e th at the loss in B utte 
countv was due to subsidence in m ining, 
but th at th is is n ot the case Chico and its 
vicinity furnishes am ple evidence. 
T he 
n e x t southw ard is Y uba county. 
Upon a 
p opulation of nearly 12,000 in 1880. it has 
m ad e a loss of 1,778, of w hich 385 is a ttrib ­ 
uted to the decrease of population in the 
city of M arysville. Suiter county, a purely 
agricultural county, th at is, a county w ith­ 
o u t m ining interests, increased its p >pu'a 
tion 496 in ten years. 
Sacram ento, the last 
county southw ard in the Sacram ento val- 
lev, show s an increase of 5,834, of which 
4,852 is to he credited to th e city of Sacra­ 
m en to alone, leaving a balauce for the 
ru ral d istric s and tow ns of 982. 
The 
tow ns ot Folsom . Galt and E lk Grove will 
probably claim this entire increase, liaviDg 
n o th in g to th e rural districts. 
KO INCREASE OF 
POPULATION IN GRAIN- 
GROWING COUNTIES. 
“ So far as the rural population is con­ 
cern ed —that is, so far as agriculture as pur 
sued in the Sacram ento valley has con 
trihu'.ed to the grow th of C alifornia—the 
gro u p 
of counties com prising 
Solano, 
Colusa, Yolo, T eham a, Butte, Yuba, Sutter 
a n d Sacram ento show no increase w hitever 
o f rural population in ten yeats, w hich is 
an o th er way of saying th a t of the entire 
increase, w hich of itself is very inconsider 
able, 100 per cent, of it was in th e cities 
a n d tow ns. 
“On the other hand, the county of A la­ 
m eda show s an increase of 30,540, and of 
these about 15 000 are to be attributed to 
tb e country population. 
T his is a fruit­ 
grow ing county. 
Napa county has an in ­ 
crease of 3,069, of which 656 is attrihuted 
to Napa, an equal num ber to St. H elena, 
leaving an increase of 2.000 in the rural 
districts. 
Santa Clara county show s an in 
crease of 12.856; its cities are to be credited 
w ith 5,460, leaving an increase of rural 
p opulation of 7,396 
SoDoma increased 
6 735, its cities Bnd towns 1.600, leaving a 
balance to th e country of 5,135. 
Thus, in 
four fruit-grow ing counties, to w it: A la­ 
m eda, Napa. Sonom a and Santa Clara, 
there is an increase in the rural population 
alo n e of 31,036. 
T he aggregate population 
o f these four counties in 1880 was 137.000. 
approxim ately the sam e as in the countits 
grouped as the Sacram ento valley. 
"L ik e illustrations m ay be found in the 
S an Joaquin valley. 
8an Jo sq u in county 
increaseil 4 227, of w hicn Stockton claim s 
4 091, leaving practically nothing to the 
ru ra l districts. 
F resno show s an increase 
in the coun tv c f 22 399, at least one h a lf of 
w hich is to be attributed to tbe grow th of 
ru ral population. 
T hus, w hile large hold­ 
ings devoted to w heat grow ing in the San 
Jo a q u in valley arrest developm ents and 
paral-, ze progress, the vineyard and orchard 
in d u stry of F resno confers grow th and vi­ 
tality upon com m unity life. 
T ake the 
S tate as a whole, and the increase has been 
339000, of w hich 158 000 is to be attributed 
to eighteen of th e largest cities, leaving 
18 1 1*00 to be distributed betw een about 100 
tow ns and ru ral districts. 
Of these tow ns 
th ere are several of tb e class o f 5,000 to 10,­ 
000 such as A lam eda, P asidena, Riverside, 
S a n ta A na, Colusa, e tc , about fifty of the 
class of betw een 2,000 
and 5 000, as St. 
H elen a D ixon, M erced, 
etc., all of which 
have had considerable grow th, w hile of the 
tow ns started since 1880 their entire popu­ 
lation is, of course, to be credited to increase 
of tow n population. 
T he com plete returns 
•will I th in k , show th at 
from 80 to 90 per 
ceñtl of the entire increase of the State 
has 
been in th e cities and villages. 
T he tide of 
im m ig ratio n w hich set in to tb e southern 
conntfes of this State about 1884 gave to 
th e section so u th of T ebachapi an increase 
o f 137 000, or 204 per cent, 
i f to this is 
added the increase of population of San 
.Francisco, th e chief m etropolis of th e State, 


over 200,000 of th e 339,000 is to be attrib ­ 
uted to th e southern group of counties and 
to th e principal city of the State. 
T he fact 
is m at tbe cities have received all the in ­ 
crease of population, and a disproportion-' 
a e increase ot w ealth. 
MORTGAGES ON PROPERTY. 
“ T he m ortgages upon the real estate of 
California have increased in th e last tw o 
years, from 1888 to 1890, from $145,000,000 
to $168,000 000, an augm entation of $23,­ 
000 000. 
D uring the sam e period the in ­ 
crease in the city of San Francisco, w hich 
contains about one third of the taxable 
property of the State, has been $2,200 000, 
leaving about $21,000,000 of the increase ot 
mortgages to be charged against the coun­ 
try. 
In tbe sam e tim e, the im provem ents 
on city real estate increased from $136 000.­ 
000 to $153.000,000, an increase of $17,000,­ 
000, w hile the im provem ents on country 
real estate w ent from $51,786,000 to $53,951,­ 
000. an increase only of about $2,000 000, or 
one-eighth of the increase of im provem ents 
on city real estate. 
Thus, w hile the m ort­ 
gages on property outside of the m etropolis 
have increased $20 000 000, as against an in ­ 
crease of $2.000,000 in tbe m etropolis, the 
value of im provem ents on the country real 
estate has increased $2 000,COO throughout 
the State, ou'side of the cities, w hile th e 
im provem ents on city real estate have in ­ 
creased $17,000,000. 
The total 
assessed 
value of city real property, th at is, the 
property w hich is im perishable, the space 
on the surface of the earth, practically 
m aintained itself in the past tw o years at 
$295,965,000 in 1SS8 and $'295,229,000 in 
1S90. 
In the sam e period, the country real 
estafe descended from $408,000,000 in 1888 
to $388,000,000 in 1890, a decrease of $20,­ 
000 000. 
Again, the property outsideof the 
cities lo3t $20,000 000 in tw o years, w hile, 
at the sam e tim e, the property of the cities 
held its ow n.’’ 
. 


WHY THE COMMITTEE WAS APPOINTED. 
Mr. M ills was n;ked at this point w hat 
explanation there was for these m atters, 
and said: 
“ I am not presenting these m atters w ith 
any expectation of explaining them now. 
I am sim ply explaining w hy a com m ittee 
to inquire into them was appointed by th e 
Board. 
It is apparent on th e face of 
thiDgs, how ever, th at the grow th of city 
population and country population is dis­ 
proportionate aud unhealthy: th at th e dis­ 
tribution of wealth betw een the country 
and the cities is equally unhealthy. 
T he 
savings batiks of San Francisco hold m o rt­ 
gages on ¡he real estate of California in tbe 
am ount oí $63,000 000. 
T he savings banks 
of the State, including those of San F ra n ­ 
cisco, have m ortgages on the real estate of 
C alifornia am ounting to $76,000 000, w hile 
the banks of the State, including all classes, 
com m ercial, private and savings banks, 
have about $95,000 Oti’O loaned upon real 
estate, about $75,006,000 of w hich belongs 
to San Francisco 
T his state of aflairs is 
to be attributed w ithout doubt to th e m er­ 
chandising side of our industries 
"W h at I m ean by th at will becom e 
clearer by s a jin g : M erchandising is the 
science of profitable distribution. 
T he 
com m ercial aspect of productive industry 
should distribute the product of th at in ­ 
dustry w ith reference to th e prosperity of 
the producer; th at would be acting the 
part of a m erchant or distributor on its 
scientific plane aud from the standpoint of 
a beneficent aspect. 
W henever th e m er­ 
chandising side of productive in dustry— 
th at is, the distribution of tbe frait3 of in ­ 
dustry—destroys the industry itself, it be­ 
comes piracy. 
T he w ine industry of Cali­ 
fornia has been injured alm ost irrevocably 
by tbe m anner the product has been h an ­ 
dled by the m erchants. 
T here are $03,000,­ 
000 of capital invested in the wine indus­ 
try of the State, bu t the growers of grapes 
are perm itted no profit. 
T he rate to be 
paid for grapes for wiDe m aking purposes 
is determ ined entirely by the wine m er- 
c h an ', not by the wine m anufacturers. 
“ W hen, as in our ca3e, ten years of com ­ 
m ercial and business activily in a country 
with a large territory, sparsely inhabited, 
results in the grow th of com m ercial cities, 
absorbing the entire grow th of the State, 
it becomes apparent th at tbe industries 
connected w ith the soil have been w orked 
at a great disadvantage; th at those who 
actually perform tbe productive labor of 
the country are w inning ab are subsistence, 
w hile the com m ercial transactions, based 
upon w hat is produced, are reaping profit, 
and, conseqnentlv, all the expausion, and 
enlargem ent, and grow th. 
“ It is idle to say th a t these things can­ 
not be discussed w ithout danger of itijary. 
They are the open, undisguised disclosures 
of the national census, obtained for the 
purpose of publication; and, beside, the 
evils to w hich they so clearly point have 
th eir rem edy only in exposure, and such 
exposure as w ill m ake them broadly recog­ 
nized, so th a t rem edies m ay be earnestly 
sought and intelligently applied. 
“ T he com m ittee appointed by the Board 
w ill m ake the broadest possible inquiry 
into this general subject.”
